“(B) The authority to pay tuition for off-
duty training or education of members of the
armed forces under section 2007 of this title.

“(C) The program of educational assist-
ance for members of the Selected Reserve under
chapter 1606 of this title.

“(D) The program of educational assist-
ance for members of the reserve components
supporting contingency operations and certain
other operations under chapter 1607 of this
title.

“(E) Any other program or authority of
the Department of Defense for assistance in
education or training carried out under the laws
administered by the Secretary of Defense that
is designated by the Secretary, by regulation,
for purposes of this section.

“(2) The term ‘institution of higher education’

has the meaning given such term in section 102 of
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1 the Higher Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C.
2 1002).”.
